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U. S. SUPREME COURT
HOLDS NO JAPANESE
CAN BECOME CITIZEN
Decides Naturalization Is

Limited to Caucasians
and Africans.

INTERPRETS 1006 ACT

Rules Congress "Did Not Intendto Lift Restrictions
in Revised Statutes.

CONSIDERS TWO CASES

Denies One Man Is 'White,'
Calls Naturalization of Two

Others Illegal.

AWashington, Nov. 13..The Supreme
Court of the United States decided todaythat Japanese cannot be naturalizedin the United States and cannot
become citizens of this country.

It was the court's first const^cturo
cf Federal statutes bearing on the
subject, and the decision was the first
delivered by Justice Sutherland as a

member of the court. It wan handed
down in a case brought by Takao
Ozawa, who in 1014 applied for citizenshipIn Hawaii. No reference was

made to the "gentlemen's agreement,"
under which Japanese Immigration
mto the country has been regulated.
The Government did not object to the

argument of the case when it was

reached at this term, and the court advancedand heard at the same time the
case brought by Takujl Yamashita and
Charles Hlo Kono, against the Secretary
of State of Washington.

Naturalised Illegally.
In the latter case the two Japanese

had been naturalized by a superior court
of Washington prior to 1906, the date of
the present Federal naturalization
statute, and at a tlmo when It was concededsection 2169 of the Kevised
Statutes, which restrict naturalization
to "free white persons'" and those of
African birth or descent, was In full
force.

In the Ozawa case the courj: stated
that "there is not implied.cither in the
legislation or in our interpretation of it
.any suggestion of Individual unworthlnrssor racial Inferiority. These con-
alderations arc In no manner Involved."

It alao referred to the "complimentary"
terms used In describing in the papers
presented to the court "the culture and
enlightenment of the Japanese people."
With such an estimate, the court sq^d,
it had "no reason to disagree." Such
matters, however. Justice Sutherland
stated, could not enter into the decision
of the case.
"We have no function tn the matter."

he said, "other than to ascertain tlio will
of Congress and declare it."

Restricting Section Upheld.
The two questions decided were

whether the general naturalization act
of June 29, 190(5, was limited by the
provisions of Section 2169 of th^ revised
statutes, authorizing the naturalization
of "free white persons" and those of
African birth and descent, and whether,
If so limited, Japanese were eligible to
naturalization. In an exhaustive analystsof the history of the legislation 'lie
court held that Section 2169 was in
Cull force, and that under it Japanese
ould not obtain citizenship in filial

country.
The court stated that "in all of the

naturalization acts frtsn 1790 to l''U6,
the privilege of naturalization was confinedto white persons, with the additionin 1870 of those of African na'lvityAnd descent, although tho exact
wording of the various statutes was not
always the same."

Interpret Intent of Comreia.

Declaring that it is the duty f the
court "to give effect the Intent rff

naturalisation under Section 2169 the
court found It "Inconceivable thaj a

rule in force from the beginning -t the
Oovernment, a part of our history us

well as our law, welded Into the stiuclureof our national policy by a centuryof legislative and administrative
acts and Judicial decisions would have
been deprived of its force In such t.

dubious and casual fns.iion."
Having sustained section 2169, the

court then proceeded to discuss whether
Japanese are "free white persons* withinthe meaning of the statute. It was

the Intention of Congress, the court held,
"to confer the privilege of citizenship
upon that class of persons whom the
fathers knew as white, and to deny It
to all who could not he so classified."

Only White and Black Included.
"It Is not enough," It added, "to say

that the framers (of the law) did not
have In mind the brown or yellow races
of Asia. It Is necessary to go further
and be able to say that had these particularraces been suggested the languageof the act would have been so
varied as to Include them within its
privileges. . If it be assumed
that the opinion of the framers was that
ths only person who would fall outside
the designation 'whites' were negroes
and Indians, thin would go no further
than to demonstrate their lack of sufficientInformation to enable them to
foresee precisely who would be excluded
by that term In tbe subsequent administrationof the statute "

Having ascertained whom Congress
Intended to Include "It follows," the
court added, "as a necessary corollary
that all others are to be excluded."

Walkout in Sympathy for 240
Handlers at Newark to Be

Decided To-morrow.

Trouble at Waverly Transfer

Two hundred and forty freight handlersat the Waverly transfer of the
Pennsylvania Railroad, near Newark,
quit yesterday morning because they
said the company refused to credit
them with working a week ago Sundayby giving them an extra day off.

Officials of the Brotherhood of Railwayand Steamship Clerks, Freight
Handlers, Express and Station Employeespredicted that before last midnightthe movement of freight in and
out of New York harbor would be
stopped, but nothing of the sort happened.

Later J. II. J. Chapman, genera!
representative 01 uw orouicrnoou,

said its decision to call out its mem-

bers in New York harbor had been re-
^

considered and that work would not
be halted to-day. Whether the city (
is in danger of a sympathetic strike
will be decided to-morrow afternoon
at the Hotel Continental at a meeting
of the general managers of the union
boards of the various railroad lines (

operating into New York. ,
Mr. Chapman said that about 5,000

employees in all may tie railed out, but
that a far greater number would be
affected, as the freight handlers are the
first link in the chain of workers who
handle New York's domestic freight.
